We find that the entire contributions 
from the protected branches of industry 
to the national surplus do not exceed 9 per 
cent of the whole! To support these people 
who merely produce enough to live from day 
to day, and who contribute but 9 per cent of 
the aggregate annual surplus, the whole 
country is remorselessly taxed to raise special

incubus, and he would be soon discharged. His 
associates would not submit to any such exac- 
tion. But what no man would submit to in his 
own business the country is compelled by Con- 
gress to endure. In addition to the National, 
State, and local taxes of every kind paid by 
the producers, they have to contribute annu- 
ally to the support of the manufacturers 
more money than the whole cost of the Gov- 
ernment, including the interest on the public 
debt. It is a fair and square case of one man 
who earns more than enough to support him. 
self, compelled to support another who earns 
less than enough. The producer of surplus 
is robbed to support the non-producer af sur- 
plus. 

Is it not time that this bad policy should 
be changed? Instead of being the great 
manufacturing nation of the world, as we 
might be, with our goods of every description 
selling in the markets of every land, we are 
running a sort of pauper manufactures, in 
which the operatives are put down to starva- 
tion wages, and where the proprietor lives on 


the national bounty, and makes no effort to | 


enlarge his productions nor add to the nation- 
al wealth. 

The surplus manufactures of the United 
States ought to equal the surplus productions 
of the agricultural and mineral industries ; 
the six hundred millions of surplus agricul- 
tural and mineral productions of the country 
ought to be annually equaled by the surplus 
products of the manufacturers; and our ex- 
ports should reach twelve hundred millions 
of dullars,—we should have that much surplus 
wealth every year. While this might be 
possible, had we a system of revenue laws 
like those of any other ‘civilized nation, it is 
impossible here. The American system is to 
tax industry to death. When a man supports 
himself and earns a dollar more than he 
needs, our law confiscates the dollar and 
gives it to the man who earns nothing! Ali 
we have to do is to relieve the producers of 
the tax that consumes all they earn, and let 
the manufacturer, like the agriculturist, work 
out his own industry. He has the raw 
material in unequaled abundance and cheap- 
ness; he has the fuel cheaper than elsewhere 
in the World, and labor at once skillful and 
plenty. He now performs two-thirds work, 
and looks to the Government for the other 
third. Let him be emancipated and por- 
mitted to goto the uttermost part of the 
world to purchase whatever he may need, and 
to exchange therefor the products of his own 
labor; let him build his own vessels and do 
his own carrying ; let him exchange all that 
he can make wherever he can get the most of 
what he does not make in return, and, under 
this freedom and self-dependence, the Ameri- 
can manufacturers would soon have a world- 
wide export, and a prosperity such as never 
can befall the men who depend on public 
bounty instead of their own labor and re- 
sources. What our artisans most want is to 
be unfettered and unhandicapped. 


THE LOUISIANA COMPROMISE—PEACE. 

The political complications in Louisiana 
date from the election of 1872. The Conserv- 
atives have been restless and dissatisfied ever 
since KeL_Loce was inaugurated Governor. 
The situation was canvassed before the 
State Courts, the United States Courts, 
in Congress, and by the National Administra- 
tion, without reaching any satisfactory con- 
clusion. Open war broke out in September, 
1874. The McEwenry faction, under the lead 
of Penn, and with an organization known as 
as the White League, possessed themselves 
of the State-House, drove out Kron and 
his office-holders, attacked the Metropolitan 
Police, had one bloody battle, and were then 
overcome ‘by the United States troops acting 
under the order of the President. The policy 
of the Ketioee Government, subsequent 
to this revolution, was conciliatory. The 
leaders of the riot were not punished, as they 
might have been, and, we think, ought to 
have been. Kertoce pledged the State Ad- 
ministration to a fair election the following 
November, and a compromise Retarning 
Board was agreed upon. The election came 
off, and both parties again claimed the victo- 
ry. The Returning Board was confronted 
with a host of contested cases. The result 
of their deliberations was the return of an 
equal number of Representatives in the 
Assembly, leaving that body to decide on 
five contested seats, The Legislature con- 
vened on Jan. 4, and the Democrats under- 
took to obtain control of the House by 
force, They claimed the choice of their can- 
didate for Speaker—Mr. Witz—by a viva 
voce vote. There was a yell, and Wurz 
sprang to the chair. One of his first acts 
was to call upon Gen. Da Tronriann, in com- 
mand of the United Btates forces, to pre- 
serve order. The Democrats then pro- 
ceeded in the same. informal and violent man- 
ner to seat the five Democratic claimants for 
the undetermined vacancies, At this junc- 
ture, Gov. Kei1oaa, upon the petition of the 
Republican members, called upon the same 
troops to keep these members from taking 
the seats thus irregularly and unlawfully 
awarded to them. At this the Democrats en- 
tered a protest and withdrew in a body. 
Then the country resounded with a maniacal 
yell about Presidential interference and 
the forcible dissolation of the Louisiana 
Legislature by the United States troops 
under the orders of Gaawr. There were new 
rumors of war. All Louisiana was a powder- 
magazine ready to be touched off. Gen. 
Saznman, who had been ordered to New Or. 
leans, by his presenoe prevented a repetition 
of the bloody scenes of September. Then 
the war was again transferred to Congress, 
and so absorbed for a time the attention of 
the whole country. A part of the Congres- 
sional Committee proceeded to New Orleans, 
took evidence, and made a report. Then the 
other part of the Committee went to New 
Orleans, took evidence, and made another re- 
port. There were various reports during the 
winter, and no two of them were alike. ‘There 
seemed to be no better prospect for opening 
the deadlock, after all the investiga- 
tions and reports which were made, now 
in New Orleans, now in Washington, and 
now in New York, than there was when the 
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recognition on their part of the validity of 
the KLLodo State Government. It was also 
thought that the negroes under the lead of 
Anrorng, and assisted by the extreme Rad- 
icals, might resist, as it gave the control 
of the lower branch of tho Legislature 
into the hands of the Democrats. The latest 
action of the United States Senate relative to 
the Prvcmpack case has disarmed the ex- 
pected resistance from the colored Republic- 
ans, As the United States Senate has post- 
poned its decision in Piyempacg’s case, there 
is no vacancy® in the Louisiana Senatorship, 
and the Legislature cannot hold another elec- 
tion. The Democratic majority in the Louisi- 
ana House of Representatives has, therefore, 
no significance in National politics. The only 
questions that will come up before this Legis- 
lature will relate to State polity and State 
taxation. We regard it as rather fortunate 
than otherwise that the balance of power 
is uncertain, fhe Senate being under control 
of the Republicans and the House under the 
control of the Democrats, so that one may be 
a check upon the other. 

It is not safe to predict anything like a 
permanent restoration of political harmony 
in Louisiana. It is one of three or four 
Sonthern States which will never be at rest 
until the color line is wiped out, until the 
negro and white vote.is divided on local 
issues, and until the whites exercise their 
franchise with some higher purpose than a 


tion. But the success of the WII AA com- 
promise will probably assure a long truce by 
letting KzILodd remain in his place for the 
remainder of his term, and suppressing out- 
breaks against the constituted Staie authority 
until the next general election. If it shall 
turn out that this much has been accom- 
plished, it will be a great blessing to the peo- 
ple of Louisiana, and a great relief to the rest 
of the country, which is thoroughly tired of 
these constant dissensions.

A. small number of crude-thinking persons 
have been holding a ‘‘ National Industrial 
Congress in Indianapolis, and have adopted 
a platform of twenty planks, the last of which 
embodies their ideas of national finances. 
They demand: 

20. The establishment by the Government of a just 
standard of di:tribution between capital and labor by 
providing a purely natiomal circulating medium based 
upon the faith and resources of the nation, issued di- 
recily to the people withont the intefvention of any 
system of banking corporations, which money shail be 
a legal-tender in the payment of a1 debis, public or 
private, and ioterchsnge.bile at the o, tion of the holder 
for registered Government bon la, berr'ng a rate of 
interest not to exceed 3.05 per cent, subject to future 
legislation of Congress, 

It seems to us that we have heard some- 
thing very like this before. Faith and re- 
sources have a good, old familiar sound, but 
we have somehow lost their meaning in their 
present application, and we regret that the 
National Industrial Congress” adjourned 
without explaining. Is it the resources, or 
faith, or faith in resources, or faith and re- 
sources, or what, that is to afford this infalli- 
ble system of currency ? 

St. Pau, who is pretty good orthodox au- 
thority on the subject of faith, defines it to 
be the substance of things hoped for, the 
evidence of things not seen.” Is this to be 
the foundation fer the exclusive currency 
which is to be tolerated in this country, and 
which shall be declared money” by act of 
Congress? What are the mysterious ‘things 
hoped for” and the hidden “ things not 
seen,” which are to persuade people to part 
with their houses and lands, their wheat, 
and corn, and hogs, and cattle, and wool, and 
cotton, and the manifold other commodities 
that enter into commerce and have a tangible 
value? Are the hopes never to be realized, 
and the things never to be seen, and must we 
forever be content to accept the evidences 
thereof which the Printing Bureau at Wash- 
ington may turn out to an unlimited extent? 

But perhaps it is the resources, and not the 
faith, of the Government which is to consti- 
tute the value of this currency. What re- 
sources? The only resources of the Govern- 
ment consist in the revenues from taxation. 
Is the Government, then, to levy taxes to 
rédeem the notes which it is to issue? If so, 
what is to be the basis of taxation and dis- 
tribution? Are the rich to be taxed, and the 
currency to be distributed among the poor? 
Shall the one class pay their taxes in resources 
and the other only in faith? 

Or does it mean that the currency is to be 
based upon faith in the resources of the 
Government, and that the resources are 
never to come out? We are then to 
have a paper curreney declared money 
by Government fat, utterly, irredeem- 
able, and of no greater actual value 
than the paper on which it is printed. Con- 
gress may make it legal-tender, and swindle 
the creditors of the country by forcing them 
to aecopt this worthless stuff in discharge of 
their claims. But Government cannot force 
men to part with their products, their manu- 
factures, their labor, their farms, in exchange 
for it. The value of the Government legal- 
tender” is now fixed by the gold-brokers, 
who buy and sell it at one price to-day and at 
another to-morrow. But after Congress shall 
have declared that there shail be no other 
currency in the country but this, and that 
the value of this shall depend upon unbound- 
ed faith and intangible. resources, and 
after the printing-machines shall be set 
in motion, what will the gold-brokers pay for 


it? We have an idea that they will seek some 


other investmert for their bullion. Money, 
if not gold or some other commodity of a 
fixed value, is worth only what it may be con- 
verted into at a convenient time and place. 
The money proposed by the “ National In- 
dustrial Congress” is to be convertible into 
„faith and resources.” If the advocates of 
this system of currency will only explain just 
what market value faith and resources” 
have, we may then be able to determine what 
their proposed currency. will be worth. The 
Industrial Congress did wrong in adjourn- 
ing without giving a benighted country the 
information which we think it alone could 
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let it have the full glory of having put itself 
the earth, out of the sight of mankind, 


when it might have perpetuated its own ex- 


THE BANK OF ENGLAND. 

The letter of Sir Francis Hrxcxs, of Cana- 
da, published in yesterday's Tz1punz, suggests 
that the United States should provide.a na- 
tional currency after the manner of the Bank 
of England, which, he claims, is substantial- 
ly a part of the British Government. The 
facts of the organization and character of 
that bank negative the assumption that it is 
any more a Governmental machine than are 
our own National Banks, and the circulation 
of the Bank of England falls far short of 
serving the purpose for which currency is 
needed, or claimed to be needed, in the 
United States. The Bank of England be 
longs to stockholders, private persons, - and 
not a share is owned by the British Govern- 
ment, It is spoken of in and as Bank 
Company.” The Bank of England was es- 
tablished in 1694, with a capital, subscribed 
in shares, equal to $6,000,000. This capita! 
was increased at intervals, until, in 1816, it 
was fixed at $72,765,000.. The bank has the 
management of the public debt of 
England, for which it is paid. It makes new 
loans, pays the interest, redeems maturing 
loans, and generally transacts all business re- 
lating to the national debt. ‘The Government 
makes it a public depository, just as our Na- 
tional banks are made by law. In 1844, the 
Issue Department” of the bank was made 
a separate branch of the bank, and keeps its 
accounts with the bank on the following 
basis: That the Issue Department shall fur- 
nish the bank with notes, first receiving from 
the bank Government bonds to the amount 
of fifteen million’ of pounds; also all the 
gold coin and gold and silver bullion not re- 
quired by it in its business ; and the amount 
of notes issued to the bank shall not exceed 
the value of these securities and of the gold. 
It will be seen that for every pound sterling 
of notes issued beyond the fifteen millions of 
pounds national bond securities, the bank 
must have an equal amount of gold, and these 
notes must be redeemed on demand in coin. 
On the 16th of October, 1872, the stateement 
of the Issue Department showed the follow- 
ing facts :

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This amount of notes is given to the bank, 
and is used in its banking department; in 
addition, it has public and other deposits be- 
sides its capital, and with these does its dis- 
count and other bank business. The out- 
standing circulation of other banks in the 
Kingdom at the same date was $17,613,551, 
or about half that of the Bank of England. 

It will be seen that there is much similarity 
in the Governmental regulations of the issue 
of bank notes by the Bank of England 
and by our National Banks. The Bank of 
England is a::thorized to issue seventy mill- 
ions of dollars of notes upon the deposit of 
Government securities; but for all notes in 
excess of that sum there must be a depasit, 
dollar for dollar, in gold. Under our system, 
the banks are authorized to issue notes to 90 
per cent of the Government securities de- 
posited, the notes redeemable on demand in 
Government notes, which are not redeemable 
in anything. But, so far asthe banks are 
regulated and controlled by the Governments, 
the connection is the same in beth countries, 
no more and no less. 

The aggregate circulation of the Bank 
of England is, in round numbers, $175,- 
000,000, against which the bank holds 
$100,000,000 in coin. The aggregate ciren- 
lation of Treasury notes and bank notes in 
the United States is $750,000,000. Sir Fran- 
cis HMS proposes that the circulation shall 
be wholly Governmental ; that it be secured 
by an equal amount of pnblic securities, of 
which $250,000,000 be converted into gold, 
and that the Government undertake to keep 
the whole amount convertible into coin on 
demand. 

The difficulty in the way of this is what we 
have pointed out,—that the United Staten 
Government is not a private coporation or 
bank; that it has no means of getting its 
notes into circulation save by paying them 
out for bonds, and no way of getting gold to 
redeem®the notes except by selling the 
bonds; that it has no “capital,” as a bank 
must have; that it has no income or re- 
sources save the proceeds of taxes; and that 
for the Government to levy taxes to make 
good the immense losses incidental to selling 
bonds for gold to redeem the notes, and then 
buying the bonds back with paper to get the 
latter into circulation, would be a public rob-

This exhibit shows thet England is not 
only a nation of lenders, but one of borrow- 
ers as well. She has, however, one great ad- 
vantage over America. Her citizens borrow 
from each other. Our citizens borrow from 
abroad. The result is that England’s debt, 
national and local, does not diminish the ag- 
' gregate wen th of the country. It is taken 
out of one pocket and put into the other,. 
subtracted from one side of the account and 
added to the other. In our case, it is simple 
subtraction, or at least the greater part of it is, 
for our municipalities are mainly mortgaged 
to foreign capitalists. As long ago as 1799, 
Prrr estimated the yearly payments of inter- 
est to England on account! of her money in- 
vested abroad at $22,500,000. Still, the 
growing tendency of municipalities to run 
into debt is exciting uneasiness on the other 
side of the ocean Some of the borrowing 
bodies have involved themselves too deeply. 
They can. pay neither principal nor interest. 
Cases of this sort have led to the Pariiament- 

ary inquiry, which is still going on.

A Determined Fieht Between the 
5 Heirs in Prospect. 
Special Disvatch to The Chicage fribune, 

Derrort, Mish.. April 15.—The Tribune this 
afternoon publishes a detailed account of the ne- 
gotiations attending the attempts to harmonize 
differences between the heirs of the late Capt. 
E. B. Ward, which have been an utter failure, and 
tbe probabill ties pow point to a protracted htiga- 
tion. The will has been admitted to probate, 
bat from this order an appeal has been taken to 
the Circuit Court, and notice of contest bas 
been giver. Under the laws as at present ex- 
isting, (his suspends all action on the part of the 
executors uvtil the suit is determined in the 
Circuit Court, whence it may afterwards go to 
the Supreme Court. The property is valned at 
65, 900, C00, and the debis amount to $900,000. 
The debts are main'y secured by pledge of col- 
lateral security in the s of stocks or by 
Lens on good roperty. If t stocks are sold 
at a forced sale iu these times, or if the proper- 
ty of any description is put up under the same 
circumstances, it can only be disposed of at a 
great sacrifice. Hence the suspension of the 
executors’ functions threatens to cause great 
shrinkage in the value pf the estate. ‘To pro- 
vent this, the children of Capt. Ward by bis 
first marriage have asked for the appointment 
of a Receiver, and this master is being now con- 
sidered by the Circuit Court Judge. Ia behalf 
of his widow and sons, the other heirs, the Leg- 
islature has been asked to amend the 
laws, so ag to permit the executo.s, pending an 
appeal, to go on and pay of the incumbrances 
upon the estate, no further powers being 
granted them.
